LONDON, May 7—George Lans- 
bury, veteran Labor member of 
parliament, died tonight at the 
age of 81. He had been ill for 
some time. 

A blue-eyed, white haired fight- 
er for causes—chiefly Labor and 
peace—throughout his long pub- 
lie life, Lansbury probably will go 
down in history as one of the few 
Britons of the war era who had a 
good word for Adolf Hitler. 

He regarded it as tragic that 
“one irresponsible fanatic” should 
be able to plunge the world into 
war but asserted after meeting 
Hitler that even he “could be 
made to see reason and act wisely 
-—if handled the right way.”

SUNK NAZI SUB 

The Bison was the first 
warship sunk by enemy action. The 
Grom, built in Britain in 1937, was 
one of three former Polish destroy 
ers which slipped past the German 
fleet in the Baltic and joined the 
Allied fleet.

| Wide Powers Placed On Shoulders Of Ad- 


| miralty Chief—Prime Minister Appeals 
For United Nation

LONDON, May 7.—Wide powers of supervising the 
day-to-day military operations have been placed on the 
| shoulders of Winston Churchill, who becomes in effect Bri- 
tain's First Lord of Warfare. 


Prime Minister Chamberlain made the announcement 
to the House of Commons today when answering criticism of 
the government’s direction of the Norwegian campaign. He 
gave a long recital of the difficulties of the northern front 
and appealed to the nation to stand united in this hour of 
trial. 


Norse Campaign Not Yet Finished 


Mr. Chamberlain declared that “the campaign is not yet 
| finished” in Norway, but warned the nation to remember: 

“There are other fronts which may at any moment blaze into 
a conflagration.” 


“This is not the time for quarrels among us,” said the 
41-year-old prime minister, “but for the closing of ranks 
and setting of teeth for the long, hard road ahead.” 


The prime minister faced a noisy opposition.

With frankness, Mr. Chamberlain admitted that the 
southern Norwegian campaign was a failure and the Allies 
had lost prestige. But it was nothing comparable to the re- 
verse at Gallipoli in 1915, he said, and in view of German air 
superiority and availability of reinforcements and supplies, 
| the only sensible thing to do was to withdraw the British 
force, which was not much more than a division. 


Urgent Appeal Made By Norway 


The primary reason troops were sent to southern Nor- 
way was that an urgent appeal was made by the Norwegian 
commander-in-chief for an attempted attack on Trondheim.

LONDON, May 1. — Britons 
learned today the way their sol- 
diers in sub-Arctic Norway had 
taken it on the chin from the 
Germans, 

The story was made public as the

was a story of a sort of defeat that 
| Britons remember with pride, and 
la resurge of fighting spirit, when 
they have forgotten many of their 
victories. 

British troops, ill-armed,  ill- 
equipped, had retreated 100 miles— 
some 200 miles—before a superior 
German force, under 
man airplane bombs and 
gun bullets, along shattered roads 
| through snow, across frozen lakes 
| whose ice broke under’ them, 
through a country infested with 
spies who radioed their where- 
abouts to the German planes, with 
little focd and almost no airplane 
support. 

They had fought five separate 
dogged rear guard actions with the 
Germans. 


USE DEPTH BOMBS 


“Lacking any equipment at all for 
that sort of action, they had used 
depth bombs from their destroyers 
to blow up bridges in their wake 

One officer, separated from his 
shattered unit, had broken into 

an unoccupied house, taken a 
tweed suit in lieu of a uniform, 
appropriated a railroad hand car, 
and propelled himself along the 
railway to Namsos, picking up 
stragglers as he went. 

The story came out after the ar- 
rival.at a British port yesterday of 
part of the British force cvacuated 
from Namsos. The remainder of the 
Allied troops, it was understood, 
had been landed at a Norwegian 
port, presumably Narvik 

Gen. Sir Edmund Ironside, chief 
of the imperial general staff, had 
gone to the northern port to await 
the British troops and to greet them 
in the name of their country 

Tired and grimy, they had shed 
their ruined uniforms and donned

production of energy from this | 
source on any commercial scale. 


POTENT POWER SOURCE 


One pound of “U-235," n ost pot- 
ent power source yet harnessed by 
science, is said by research men to 
have the potential energy output of 
1,009,000 pounds of coal. 

Commenting ‘on the disclosure 
Saturday that Columbia University 
scientists in New York City had 
isolated small quantities of the sub- 
siance and found in experiments 
that it released energy indefinitely 


when immersed in cold water, Pro- 
fessor Bethe explained: | 
“This isotope splits into two | 


Parts under the influence of slow 
neutrons, as has been shown by 
researches at Columbia Univer- 
sity, in the splitting very large 
energies are released and, in ad- 
dition, more neutrons are pro- 
duced than ate used up. The 
nuclear reaction is therefore self- 
perpetuating.” 

Bethe said a minimum of one 
pound of “U-235" would be required 
for energy production and that 
physicists at present were “very 
happy” if they could produce one- 
millionth of a gram 


HARD TO EXTRACT 
He said that in natural uranium 


there were about 140 atoms of 
the other isotope of uranium, 
to each atom of “U-235,” mak- 


ing the latter more difficult jo ex- 
tract than radium, even though 11/ 
is 10,000 times more plentiful in the | 
earth's surface than radium. 

“Of course there can be no 
doubt that physicists will ultim- | 
ately succeed in separating the | 
isotopes of uranium in quantity,” 
Dr, Bethe continued, “but even 
then uranium 235 is likely to be 
tremendously expensive. A price 
of $1,000 a gram seems conserv- 
ative. 

“In fuel value, a gram of U-235 
Will be equivalent to about two tons 
of coal, costing about $10 to $20, or | 
§00 gallons of gasoline, costing about | 
$100.”

Music is occupying a prominent place 
in this city’s activities during the present 
week, The sixth Edmonton and District 
music festival opened today and will con- 
tinue until Friday.

Our 
civilization must go an and will go on, and 
it is by the continuation of such events a8 
the music festival that it will be continued. 
The number of entries insures the success 
of the festival and with distinguished ad- 
judicators on duty the net results should 
be highly beneficial. 


Wage Sense 


The United Mine Workers and the Bitu- 
minous Coal Operators have made a sen- 
sible arrangement as to war-time wages. 
The basic wage rate is to remain as it is, 
but should the cost of living advance the 
miners will get bonuses to counter-balance 
the increase. The living cost will be re- 
viewed periodically by a commission, the 
chairman to be appointed by the Domin- 
ion minister of labor. This appointment 
has already been made, Prof. Brintnell of 
the University of Saskatchewan being the 
choice. . 

Miners and operators are to be con- 
gratulated on settling the war-wage prob- 
lem on this basis of self-evident fairness. 
It means that coal production in Alberta 
and southern British Columbia bituminous 
mines will not be interrupted by wage dis- 
putes during war-time. General business 
in these areas will also be stabilized as a 
result of the guarantee that the industry 
will not be disturbed or hampered should 
war conditions force the cost of living up- 
ward, ‘ 

The positions of wage-earners and em- 
ployers would be improved, and the coun- 
try able to face the future with more con- 
fidence, if bargains of this kind were 
made in all branches of industry. It will be 
Strange if the precedent thus set by the 
coal producers is not followed by em- 
ployees and employers in other lines. 


War-Time And Surpluses 


Ottawa has a new worry. There is too 
much butter in the country; 10,000,000 
pounds too much, no export market in 
sight, and the big milk producing season 
at hand. Last fall i to 
come to the rescue of the apple-growers 
because war had closed the British market 
to them. Wheat is being bought by

there appear to be surpluses in every 
line. And production has not been ex- 
panded, save in the manufacturing 


branch, since the war started. 
The situation may change 
struggle is prolonged, but there is no 
present indication that lack of food w)\! 
hamper the Allies, as shortage of certain 
kinds of food did hamper them in the 
former struggle. Production, it would 
appear, has increased in the intervening 
years enough that the withdrawal of large 
numbers of men from essential industries 
does not threaten trouble on that front.

At the Cross-Roads? 


There are some hopeful signs that a 
show-down may be coming in Italy be- 
tween the militant Fascists and the forces 
which stand for sanity and peace. Of the 
latter Pope Pius is the very plain-speaking 
spokesman. And, so far as a constitu- 
tional monarch is free to disclose his opin- 
ions, the King may be assumed to be of 
the same mind. Throughout a period that 
must have been trying in the extreme, he 
has never given the world cause to sup- 
pose that he inspired, or even shared, the 
war aims of his masterful Premier. 

it is surely significant that cheers 
rang through a great church in Rome on 
Sunday when His Holiness prayed for 
peace to all nations. Mussolini will not 
like either the demonstration or the words 
which evoked it. What will he do about 
it? Will he send out his “gestapo” to 
round up the cheerers and send them to 
concentration camps? Or mount a bai- 
cony to counter the petition of the Pope 
with a blast of belligerent oratory? He 
will hardly do either. And if he does 
nothing, a precedent will have been set 
for other popular demonstrations against 
his policies of aggression. 

The Italians have not been a quarrel- 
some people, and not until recent years 
was the foreign policy of their country 
aimed at interference with others. They 
have been deprived of their parliament 
and of the right to express their views. 
But there is no reason to suppose the mass 
of the population have been other than 
quiescent on the link-up with Hitler; and 
appreciative of the undoubted benefits 
that have resulted from some of Il Duce’s 
domestic undertakings. 

Mussolini has brought Italy to the 
brink of war, on behalf of an ally to whom 
Italy owes nothing and whose success 
would put it in permanent subjection. 
That Italians yearn to be killed in such a 
cause is at least doubtful. 

Joint chairmen have been appointed 
to frame a nation-wide organization for 
the sale of war savings certificates. The 
inference is that these “baby bonds” will 
be put on the market at an early date, 
and of course be available continuously 
thereafter. The sales’ organization should 
have little difficulty stirring up wide 
interest in so good an opportunity to save 
money and at the same time replenish 
the war-chest. 


A Nazi bomber shot down over the 
Essex coast fell in a village. Its cargo of 
bombs exploded, blew a hole in the ground 
“as big as a house”, killed the crew of four 
and two civilians, wrecked 50 dwellings 
and did total property damage estimated 
at a half million dollars. The manless 
plane, radio-controlled—with which air 
forces of several countries were experi- 
menting in pre-war years—will be a fear- 
ful instrument if it is ever brought into 
use for mass slaughter and destruction in 
densely peopled areas.

Reports from 
Paris estimate that Italy has 435,000 tons of war- 
ships of all kinds; the Allies are believed to have 
750,000 tons in the Mediterranean, 

One important motive of German propaganda 
has been to persuade Italy that Nazi attacks 
have so crucially injured the Royal Navy that 
would be powerless in the face of 
audacious insults from the Italian fleet in the 
Mediterranean. Mussolini now knows what 
little trust he can put in the vaporings of 
Goebbels. German broadcasts, more deadly than 
their broadsides, sink the Royal navy about 
three times a week, but when it comes to a real 
grapple on the seas, Nazi tall talk receives a 
severe ducking.

Tt is not often that western business men 
band themselves together and form an organiza- 
tion which creates a monopoly in eastern Cane 
ada. Yet that is what happened 60 years ago to- 
day (May 7, 1880,) when the Dominion parlia- 
ment passed a bill incorporating the Great North 
Western Telegraph Company, because later on 
that Winnipeg-organized company controlled 
the telegraphic system of Canada until the ad- 
vent of the C.P. Telegraphs in the mid-80's. The 
capital of the G.N.W. whan incorporated was 
placed at $400,000, quite a sum when it is re- 
called that Winnipeg was then only seven years 
», The incorporators were: Hon. Alex- 
ander Morris, lieutenant governor of Manitoba, 
1872-76; Hon. A. G. Bannatyne, a former MP. 
for Provencher and a provincia] minister; Hon. 
J. P. Brown: Hon. J. C. Aikins, who was to be 
lieutenant-governor of Manitoba, 1882-88; E. P. 
Leacock, H. S. Donaldson, C. MacDonald, J, An- 
derson, G A. Kirkpatrick, of Kingston, who was 
to be lieutenant governor of Ontario, 1892-97; 
Thomas Swinyard, the pioneer railwayman and 
telegraphist of Hamilton; Hon. Dr. John Sehultz, 
afterwards Sir John and lieutenant-governor of 
Manitoba, 1888-1895; F. W. Strange, A. Marke 
ham, J. G. Haggart, afterwards postmaster- 
general and minister of railways; and J. J. Foy, 
of Toronto.

Newapapers, politicians and economists have 
united in demanding that the burden be made 
heavier. Their argument is that Britain must 
pour out more money, make still greater sac- 
rifices, in order to speed up the war effort, out- 
distance Hitler and bring the struggle to a vie. 
torious conclusion as speedily as possible — 
Regina Leader-Post. 


Air Power 


Clearly, on the basis of both official and un- 
official reports, the successes of the Germans 
thus far have been due to two things: (1) super- 
jority in air power due to possession of air fields; 
and (2) larger land forces. The Norwegian 
army, given no chance at mobilization, and 
without adequate armaments, has been ineffec- 
tive. The Allies, faced with tremendous diffi- 
culties in landing troops and anti-aircraft guns 
on the Norwegian coast, jacking air bases and 
compelled to act in desperate haste, have not 
had time to put large bodies of troops in posi- 
tion, 

Clear it becomes, too, that air power, what- 
ever its failure in coping with sea power, is 
mighty in war on land. Franco broke the resist- 
ance of Spanish Republicans with his final air 
drive. Germany bombed Polish resistance to 
pieces before it could get organized. Now we see 
waves of German bombers, rising from Nor- 
wegian air bases, making lightning German 
thrusts possible because the Allies have not 
enough bombérs or fighter planes and anti- 
craft guns to cope with them. 

This situation, we can believe confidently, 
will be remedied. Meanwhile, however, the 
facts—and the lesson—are clear.—Ottawa Jour- 
nal, 


The Harvest of a Fallacy 


Cordell Hull, the United States Secretary of 
State, identified one of the causes of the present 
state of the world in a single sentence: “If goods 
do not cross boundaries, armies will.” 

Mr, Hull has elaborated this text in very 
frank statements to Congressional Committees 
and in publie addresses. He has declared that 
the Hawley-Smoot tariff was one of the imme- 
diate causes of the depression which, as is now 
widely recognized, transformed economic con- 
flict into actual war. And he has said that there 
can be no hope of a durable and workable peace 
until the present restrictions upon international 
trading are, to a very large extent, removed. 

Vigorous support to Mr. Hull’s position was 
given recently in a nation-wide radio address 
by Professor Eugene Staley of the Fletcher 
School of Law and Diplomacy, a well-known 
United States economist. There is an organiza- 
tion in the United States, headed by Dr. James 
T. Shotwell, of Columbia University, which is 
called the “Commission to Study the Organiza- 
tion of Peace,” and it was in relation to the 
works of this Commission that Professor Staley 
made his address. Professor Staley, predicating 
certain economic conditions as essential to a dur- 
able peace, directed his consideration to the first 
of these conditions: “The peoples of the world 
must have access to the world’s markets and 
materials through peaceful exchange; that is, 
there must be other ways than conquest for get- 
ting economic opportunities.” 

Belief in economic opportunities as the result 
of conquest is, Professor Staley says, a snare 
and a delusion; “but even though conquest is a 
false road to economic opportunity, it will be 
tried if other roads seem to be blocked.” The 
arguments with which Professor Staley supports 
his statements are, of course, not néw; they will 
only seem new to ears that have been open these 
last twenty years only to the voices that talked 
about the safety, peace and prosperity that 
would attend those nations which made 
autarchy and self-sufficiency the objective of 
their national policies. No nation can live to 
itself, least of all the small countries, as Pro- 
fessor Staley points out:
